PREFACE TO FIRST EDITION- 

The period fiied by tho roujab Govomtuatit for tbe compilatiou 
of the Gazslte&r of the ProTinco bciug limited to tirelve months, the 
Editor has not been able to pi'epare any original matter for the pi'aaent 
work ; and his duties have been confined to throwing the already 
existing material into shape, Kupplementing it as far as possible by 
contribuUoiis obtained from district officers, passing the draft through 
the press, circulating it for revision, altering it in accordance with the 
corrections and suggestions of revising officers, and printing and iasu- 
ing the final edition. 

The material available in print for the Gazett^^t of this district 
consisted of the Settlement Reports and ii draft Gnzeiteer, compiled 
between 1870 and 1874 Cy Mr, F. thioningham, Bairistar-at-Law, 
Notes on certain points have Ireen supplied by district officers; while 
the report on the Census of 1881 has been utilised. Of the present 
volume, Section A-of Cap, Y [General Administration), and the whole 
of Cap, VI {Towns), hove been for the most part supplied by the 
Deputy Commissioner; Section A of Cap, 111 (Statistics of Population) 
has been taken from the Census Report; while some passages have 
been written expressly for the work, and others, especially on the sub¬ 
ject of InduatricE, have been taken from published reports. But with 
these exceptions, the great mass of the text has been taken almost, if 
not quite verbally from Mr. Cunningham’s compilation already refer-^- 
’ red to, which again was largely baaed upon Sir Henry Davies’ Settle* 
ment Report of the district. 

The report in question was written in 1S56, nnd, modelled on th® 
meagre lines of the older settlcmout leports, affords very inadequate 
material for an account of the district. No butter or fuller material, 
howeA^er, was either available or procurable Avithin the time allowed, 
But when the district again comes under sottlemeut, a second and more 
complete edition of this Gazeileer Avill be prepared; and meanwhile the 
present edition will servo the useful purpose of collecting and publish¬ 
ing in a systematic form, mformation which bad before beau scattered, 
and in psrt unpublished. 

The draft edition of this has l«eu roAused by Col one! 

Harcourt, and Messrs, Burney, Gardiner, Maconaebie, and l>rumniond| 
and by tbo Irrigation Department so far as regards the canals of the 
I district. The Deputy Commissioner is responsible for the spelling of 
vernacular names, which has been fixed throughout by him in 
accordance with the prescribed systeni of transHteraticn,

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PREFACE TO SECOND EDITION. 

Tius edition lias been prepared in accordance with the ^neml 
orders of Govornment requiring a reTJsion of tbe Gase/f^er from the 
^ttlement Officer at each re-asseasment, 

Afl directed in the preface to the hrst edition, the former arrange* 
ment of the work has been strictly adhered to, and as far as possible 
the old matter has been retained and ampliheii where necessary by 
the additional information collected during the recent settlement. 

Section A, Chapter 111, will probably require revision in the light 
of the Census Jdeport of 18&1 as this had not been published when 
this edition went to press- The results obtained by the Oenaiis have, 
however, been incorporated whenever this w'as pi-acticable. 

For tho historical retroepoct Wajad iluhammad Latif's work on 
the History of the Punjab has been freely drawn upon, aud Chapter 11 
W also been revised by the learned author. 

Jt was not considered necessary to enter into details of the social 
life and customs of the people as these have been fully described in the 
Settlement Reports of Kangra and Jullundur, aud the district in this 
respect does not differ materially from other adjoining distriota of 
the Punjab proper. JUr, Lorimer, Assistant Commissioner, rendered 
considerable assistance by compiling short abstracts of the ^nual 
monographs on the trades of the district, which were utilized in thiF 
work. 

The edition is unfortunately not free from typographical errorj* 
as the proofs were passed through the press during the absence of the 
Editor from India, and the arrangement suggested to ensure an efficient 
correction of these was not apparently approved of. It is not, how* 
ever, worse in this respect than other Gazetteers, and as the errors in 
most instances are obvious, the meaning of the text Is not t hereby 
obsenred. The fact that the work was written under great pressure 
by an officer suffering from overwork at the close of a protracted 
settlement and that it was not seen in proof by the compiler must 
serve as an excuse for the nnmerous shortcomings of this edition-

CHAPTER r, 


THE DISTRICT. 


Tlie GurddApiir district is tlie norib-ciLstenimoat of tbc 
itx diftlricis pf tbq Luboro diviigiong n^nd Itm beLween nortk l&ti- 
tudo SP 3f*' and 32^ 30'^ aad eaat longitude Tl'" 56" and 75"^ 45^ 
It comprises tho aabmontaiiq and npper plains potiions of the 
Bari Daibp lying belwesn the Beds and and oitending 

across the latter river embraces the eastern submontane of 
tho Raclma Do&b between tbe R4vi and Chendb^ This tract forms 
a rhomboid with sides 42 miloa long lying north-eaat and sonth-p 
west. At its north-eastern extremity a long neck of country 
stretches up into the hills towards Chaenba ; while it also inolndce 
the sanitarium of Dalhonsio with tbe adjoining cantonment of 
Eatln^ five square milosj and the old bridle road which haa also been 
ceded by tbo State and forms the line of commcinicattoa with the 
cantonment of Baklohj seven square miles lying between Palbousio 
and ibe British border which lies in the Chamba State, being 
connected with the body of tho district by tbe military road which 
is British ierrttorvbj pnrehaae fh>m Chamba. It is bounded on 
tbe north by the i4ativo States of Jammu and of Cbambaj on tho 
east by the Cbakki river and Chaunch torrent which divide it from 
Kungrannd the Bo&s which separates it from HodiiArpur and 
Kapurthala; on the south by the Amrit^r district; and on the west 
by tbo districts of Si&lkot and Amritsar. It is divided into fonr 
tahaibi of which that of Pathdnkot compriacs all tbo north* 
eastern anbmodtano and the eastern corner of the Trane-R&vri 
portion of the distriotj the remainder of which latter censtitntes 
tho tahsil of Shakargnrh* So mnch of tho plains part of the 
district as lies in tlio B^iri Dofib is divided by a line transverse 
to the axis of the Doih into tbe tahtSl of Ourd^spur lying to the 
north-east and that of Batfla lying to Ihc sonth-weBL Some 
leading Btatiatics regarding the district and the several tahslls 
into which it ia divided are given in table No. I on the opposite 
page^ The diatriot contains one town of more than 10,000 
sou la j. Bat^la 27jS23. The adminiairatlve head-quarters 

are situated at Qjnrdji^pur, some nine miles from iho Beis and 
about half way bat ween tho northern and son them borders of 
the district. An AssistAnt Commisiiioner ta stationed at Dal- 
liousie dnring the hot treathor and ratna. Gnrd^pur stsndfl 24th 
in order of area and 5th la order of population among tho 31

Tima tLu district tnoy bu broadly divided into tbe tbreo 
T.onofr—tho hilla, tho sabmoatnne tract, and the plams—the last 
of which Indiides the tanyar or conlral plateau and ihe low 
lands of tho BeAs and Ravi valleys. Kaeh of these tracts vrijl 
be separately described. Excludinjj tlio Itiil stolions of Dalbousie 
and Baklob, which aro specially described in succeeding nara- 
graplis, the hilly tract covers an area of 127 square miles lying 
between the Rfivi and the Chakki torrent. About five miles 
nurth-esst of Patbankot the ontlyiug spurs of the foot fulls are 

encountered, ntid from this to the SniU Bh£r, Id miles as the 

crow flbs, the ground is broken up by low hills, the nriBin 
ranges of which run across from the Rivt to the Cbakki in 
parallel ridges, of which tlio chief are the Saili DhAr on the 
Ohamha houndtiry, the Dalla DhAr with its continuation the MAg 
Dhar, and the Ratta GliAr or ontor range. The highest point 
attained hy these rangea is at the trigODomctrlcal slat ion on 
the Dalla Dhfir, of which tho alttfude above tea level is 2,772 
feet. Between the two first ranges there is a fairly fertile 
valley about five miles wido, which on the Ravi Hattens Ont into 
the Sarti Fhangotah plain which forms so marked a feature in 
tbo landscape seen from Dalhousie. The rest of tho hill circle 
is very broken and covered with scrub jungle, with hero and 
tbero a few ehif trees, aiid tho soil is of a very poor nlmractcr. 
Tlio Bulla Gliir consisbi of beds of conglomorate and boulder 
drift. These change into strata of soft eandfltone altemaUnl 
mth beds of stiff red day towards the DaUa Dhar, a formation 
which lasts tbrougli the remainder of the tract though cut 
tlirotiglt by auotlier low range of congiftmerat* hills. The sur¬ 
face ia nowhere very rich, and where tlie fhrt beds of aaiidetoiiB 
closely underlie tho surfaco the crops eon only sn^ive »f helped 
out by frequent and timely lowers of rain. The cross rongea 
of hills at close inter vale prevent the fomiation of any con- 
si demblestreams, while the few torreuls that exist huve cut deep 
bids through tho soft strata by which they rapidly dischargo 
their waters into tlio Ravi or Cbakki ns the case uiny he, 
iind so reuiftin for llie greater part of tho year more dry boulder 
beds quite nsclcss for purposes of in-igallon, 

Tho district beyoml tho llAvi Joes not reach opto the nionn- 
tain range, the Jammu torrhory atrotching into the plaina ns 
far as aii arbitrary lino fixed by the llonndary Cqmniissiun^ in 
1548 , which strikes the right hank of the old bed of iho llAvt at 
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tho village o( Suadar Cimk alioiit eight intU-s soiitk of MMliopiir^

ta known m the Chak Andar or Narok It is thus described by 
Mr* Cufit i —' 

“ This tract derivea ita name [Andar) from being situated 
between tho R4vi mud the leas known torrent, the Uj h, wbich^ 
emerging from the mountains nnJer the fortress of Jasretaj 
joins tho .RIti at the now celebrated Trimme. It wm at Tritnmo 
that the mutinene sepoy a from SiHlkob were intercepted and 
defoatod in 1857^ Karat is the cbiol town* Tbe Rivi on leaving 
tho last raoge of tho Himalayas sways in her main stream from 
the east to the west, and tha tract round which the waters flow 
is percolated by torrentis of greator or loss nia^nitudej which 
form a reticulation of streamlets oondacted by artiflcial cbaiinela 
to every village and every field* A similiir tract exists at tho 
point where the ChanAb loaves the luenutains. Tbe soil through- 
ont ts moist end prodneea magnifleent crops, oapodnllyof haldi 
(turmoriB) and rice. Tlio gifts of nature afltoct thechametor of 
the people and compol a nuited action with a view of beeping 
open a fully developed systom of canal irrigation. The ooil has 
passed into the hands of inferior agrienUnrists, Dor^ BdjpiitS| 
and tho mode ia which the tract is supplied with cnTtivators is 
very peculiar* A tribe of biUmen called Frabna descend each 
season from the blUs^ cultivate tlio land and re turn to thoir homes 
with their portion of the proitoce. The PmJinSj, however^ are 
not a tribe of hillmen bat immigrant tonanEs from the low hills 
and Oujars from the Sbakargarh tahsfl. Tho genoral aspect of 
the tract ia moflt grateful to tho eyo/^ Colonel flarconrt writCBi— 
''The scenery of the whole of this sabmoii tone tract, stretohing 
from jost below Dalhousie to the foot of tho Fir Panj&l range la 
oxtrom^ely beaqtifsL Bojond the extensive and undulating 
plain dotted with hanjlatai greveg of trees and flowing atreaiafl, 
rises imnaiestio grandeur tho vast height of the snow-clnd 
Uitnalajos. Probably uq district in the Punjab would offer such 
ociliiies to tbs landacape painter*^* 
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West of the TJjh valley the suhi&ODtaiie country is ineladed 
in the peculiar BliArrari tntct which h thus described in the 
Assessinent [teporE of the Shakargarh tslisil [para. 4) The 
preceding remarks will have given a general idea ot the tract 
under report. It is not^ as might be sop posed from a glance at 
the mapj a portion of a direct slope from the Himalaya to tho 
plains^ but contains a more or leas dUstinct watershed ot ita 
oTTOp which follows thonorthern hoandary^ Along this^ rounded 
atones are frequent, and in one or two places as at Masrur^ soft 
sandBione oropS out. The ridge thongh not much donudod is 
perhaps a contianation of the Si which would explain 

the similarity of some of the pectiliar characteristics of this tract 
and the Hoahi&rpur district. At any rate the soil and people < 

are quite unlike those found in the adjoining tahslla ef Pathau- 
hot and Gnrdaspur, From this watershed the country slopes 
rapidly south-west and the drainage lines soon cut deep beds 
for themselves throngh the friable soil and form the sandy 
bedded torrents above described. These are joined by Bmaller 
lateral nal&s^ and so the Irscl is terribly cut up lu places by 
mviues^ The surface soil is'washed off into these^ leaving 
oicposod the sobsoil, which consists mainly of a hard reddish 
clay of a very sterile character. lu places there are fertile 
depressions as iu the valbys of the Hodk and Debr, and in the 
beds of the caaln streams there are couuiderabte strips of good 
moiat land which produce fine creps. Here and there the ^ 

uplands have esc.ipcd too ttipid denuduliou, and there are 
stretches of fair rain soils. The whole of this upland region is 
kuown by the local name ef Bharmrip for which u1L4ciDda of 
derivations are given« By some it is taken from Bhur, or the 
sandy tmetj Others read it a$ a corruption of Dharrari^ the 
ravine country, others interpret it as derived from rurfia, or the 
rain lands. The derivation which finds favour with the local 
farmers is that it is a case of onomatopceia, since in dry years 
the orgpB By as a partridge riscsfrora abnafa. The most probable 
derivation of the term is that, as an unoven pi auk is called 
pharrar in Punjabi, so this tract with iU aps and downa has 
acquired the name of Bharrari. One thing ia certain, the 
whole region is very undulating and singularly bare and arid 
and kpracticaUy entirely dependent on rainfall. To onsuru 
Bacccos the crops most have regular and constant showers 
M the rapid drainage deprives the soil of all power of roten- 
tion of moisture, Bciughlj speaking, half the tahsil ts included 
in this traot« 

The bandar or nplaud tract of the Bari DoAb may bo said to 
commence from the point of separation of the two branches 
of I bo Chakki. Beyond the now dry bed of the woBtem branch 
of that stream the soil bears the nppearanco of a fruih allnvial 
deposit. It is andcrbin by lonldore and thickly grown with date 
palms, of which there are none furthur south. The stoppage 
of tho Jiuah and Chakki above described has had a mrat 
injurioiiAefTeet upon tho fertility of this portion of the district j 
for all the water in the Chakbi and olhcr streams which was

The average boight Is about 50 feet. To the north the loil ia atiff 
red ctay covered in placss with ronnded pebhiea which however 
are not found below Mari Paijwao. Further south the aoil ia 
lighter and more easily cut up. Down to the bordera of the 
Bat ala tahail the now runs at a distance of some miles 

from the' high bank and the clay haa been cut through by the 
raicfall^ afid numerous ravinee have been formed, lu Bat5la 
the lutorvening lowlands are much narrowerp aud La some places 
the river actually touches the foot of the blgh bank^ which in such 
places is almost perpendicolar. From this high bank the plain 
slopes gradually towards the south-west. At first the tail gar 
tract in very narrow^ bat rapidly mcreasea in width until it 
occupies the whole space between the valley of the Kavi and 
Bois. 

The aurpina rainfall of the eastern portion of the dlstrirt DimEnigi Kaai bf 
draining oE the elope of the high hank which overlooka the 
Befis forms three distinct lines of drainage which run parallol 
^ the main rivers down the DoAb and find their way^ only 

into the EAvij the other two into the old bod of the BeAs in the 
Lahore districts 

The Kiran ,—^The first of the^e is the KiraOi, which rises in 
the sw^amps of BalirAmpur to the west of Dinanagar^ the 
swamps themselves being fed by the drainage of the country 
between Bahr&mpur and the present line of the Bsri DoAb 
CanaL The swamps eitend from Dfnauagar towards the south- 
west for a distance of about five miles. From them tho Kir&n 
takea its rise in two branches which join near the villago of 
Radhan. It then ^as pamllerwitb the RAvi till It posses into 
t^he Amritsar district whore it finally joins the Eivi a few miles 
above tho confinea of the district of Lahot^. The Kiran contains 
water at all aaasoue of the year and forms the wostorn 
bonndary of the Bangar to the pcrcolatipu from which 
the nala and its eonneotod chain of ehambh owe tboir 
exUtance. Near tho Amritsar border it is also known oa 
the Sakki. It ia said to derive its name from a R4ja 
Kirnn who cleared it out in mythical times^ but another legend

Proposals are ou foot for iLminiug and 
Caualiaing tbe stream through tke agency of the Unrdiijspuranil 
ji niritsar District Boardsi and if the irrigatiou and drainage are 
put on a satiRfnctory basis a hitgenrea mny bo hrongkt under 
cultivation with excellent peGimiary and Bauitarj resiitiSp 

TAtf —This rises about six milea to the aoutk of 

Gurdn^pur^ and running throogh this district and tkat lif 
Ainriti^at pa.sl Batalanud Tarn Tiran, enters the Lahore district 
aiid empties itself into Ike old bed of the Befifl near Kasfir* It

To the we&t of the vi there la no ianj^arproperly eo called. 
The TTjli Tallq^ is nboui four miles widoj and is hounded on the 
west by a high hank very cleaely reseniblfng in ita chnracter- 
19tics the lieas d^nio. The aoil in the Ujh valley is a stiff red 
clay, for the most piart eiTignlarly suited to the growth of the 
tree (Dafhffr^ia m#a) wluoli springs apevcirywhore with 
TTonderful vitality^ and the numerous groves of this ti*ee studded 
over the eountry give it a pleamug and park like aApoct* West 
of the high bank comes tha Bbarmri already desoribetL South 
of the Eone of Ujh infinence and separated from it by a gentle 
dip oomes the belt of BAvi alluvial viHnges, to the west and 
north of which and south of the Bbarrari lies the Dnrp. 
ia a very fertile tmet lyin^ below the old higli bank of the R&yi 
and fortilLzcd by the dmmago and silt brought down by llio 
torrents which lotorsect the Bhnrmri. It is densely pepnlnted 
and the dnest stoplcs are grown without much necessity for 
artificial irrigationt though water is close to the surkice and w^lla 
Can cfisily be worked. 
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The Beds strikes the bonlc-r of this district at Mirtlial 
^flowing north-wc^(* At this point iL receives the Chakki, and 
after howiiig wOit-scath-w^st for about miles Curves sharply 
southwards. Its we^ern bjinkis high uud ragged throngbont 
its passage past this district but the present course of the river 
bed la ai aoifibiiice from the high bank ranging from one to 
nearly six: miles. Tho widest part is a little to the north of 
Edhnuwan where there isan oxtoasivo swamp to which further 
allusion is made below. Ai Bhet Gh&t about l2i]i!lo3 further 
south on the Bat ilia and Hoehiirpur road tho stream flows 
irmnediatdy under the high bank. The Bet or KhAdir tract 
along iti banka is oomposeiJ of good cuUnrablo soil, and supports 
n considorablo population. It is much eiposed^ however* to 
inundation from tho rivetp a danger which perhaps’ has been 
incTonsod by a diveraion of the Chakki subscquenLly described. 
A dam hasp however^ been erected from Lahrij, about five mUes 
below the me alb of the Chakki, extending from tho high bank 
at that point about 13 iniles southwards along, the river 
bank* by which the Hood water has been stepped back fi'omthe 
country round KAhniiwan and the evil ot eiccs^ivn iutindatton 
mitigatiid, TJio cold-weather sfream has an avemge depth of 
abijat six feet end is even fordahlo in places | in the rams ita 
average depLh is about 20 fact.

The end don rusb caused an alteratian 
in the course of the stream lower down which set in against the 
east bank* Eventually in 1870 tbo water out acrose into a 
smatl oloso to Ciiak H&ui 8abai^ and the rtver now riiDB 

about two miles to the caat of its fotiuer course which Is stilb 
occnpied by the Djh. The original course of the IMvi used 
to forro the boundary of the Dlnauftgar dietrict^ and tbb 
explaiufi the apparently annmaloua fact thiit sevei^ Tillages- 
along its course have been split up into separate estates us 
the Traua-Rsvi portion of these was formerly in Siiilkot+ Up 
£o a point about three iniles below MddhopiiT the Fdrf runs be¬ 
tween high stony banka iaabonldor bed. 'J he high bank on the 
east continues for about 10 miles further* but from that out tbo 
bed becGmEii saudy like that of an ordinary river iu the plains.

heavy floods come on during the miDs. Aa a rule the Bivi is 
not noted for very important changes by alluvion or diluvion^ 
butitia subject to very sudden alteration in its course. These 
appear to bave been more freqnr ot lately since the construction 
of the Bari Dodb Canal lieadworks* by drying up the river 
completely during ibe cold weather have deprived it of a 
deEned natural channel, so that when the floods come suddenly 
during the rains they ure more likely to spread orratienlly over 
the country- In addition to the catastropho in the I'nthfiukot 
tahsll described abovej in the liataln fabdl it changed its course 
about 1868^ and set straight on to the town of Hem IsVlnak. 
Strr-nuou9 Efforts were made with the asaistance of Govornmout 
in 1869, 1870* 1871 and 1873 to divert the stream. The rivcr^ 
however, was too Btroug* and in 1870 carried awsy tho 'rahll 
fiBlub flfaruieto the north-weat of the town* a place considered 
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iterj tacrod by tbe Sikhs, aaJ sJso the eacred thUham trea 
under which the Sikh Guru in once said io havo taken shcUei-. 
rba town, however, Jme bc?en saved for tlio pTesenfc, and ia fact 
the river now flows nearly two miles from tbo town, the embnak- 
laaais put up at much erpouso having bud the effect of ontirely 
divortmg tho atreain aorthwarJa, and tlmt too with such violeuco 
that it has sinco washed away more than one vilingo on tlio 
oppoaitc bank. During the last ten years also it has been 
threatening to top tlio lost bank near Shalipur and Bnlilpnr in 
the Gardaspor tiihail and tiisb bodily down the SarAdha nala 
into tlie Kimn above Kabmaur. The risk of this is very serious, 
as the bed of the Kiran issaid to be five foot lower than that of tho 
Ktivi, and tbo volunio of water passing down by this way baa 
increased greatly of Is to years atul etinises wideapjcad injury in 
the aciithcrn part of this district nnd Amritsar, Tbo ennalisation 
of the Kiran above referred to is intended to mitigatd this evil, 
and with the same object tho District Board has just erected 
ombankuicuts in tbo gaps near Sbaher and Bab I pur in the hope 
tbst thosfl may prevent tho main etroam taking this connse.

Tbo Ujh rises in llio low liilla beyond Jnsrola* Bolowtliat 
town 5t divides into two streams. One flows almost duo south, 
and caters the tahsil at IIhopilpur after throaving out a small 
branch to the oast* known as the Bacbera Ujli- This main Tjjh 
practically forms the wostorn boundary of the fcahgdl for Id tulles 
till it leaves it at LashlAa. Tim larj^o bnaneb;, known as tho 
minor Uih* rejotUB the main eferoam jnst above Bambial. Both 
these streatna are perennialj and in tho rains the vobinLoof 
water brought down by them is very large. The beds ore Tor 
the mot?t part sandy, and tUo doiJOsIt is of a deop red eoleur^ 
owing to tho red ferruginous cUjs wbioh form a conspicnona 
feataro of the low hills as alrcjidv noticed.

tHe'zotie of infloonco of the Ujli is entered. The soils here are

Between the Ujh and the Ravi there another perennial 
fllream known as tho Eajnh or JalaltUr which rUes eloso above 
the Jammu border^ amij though it caiTlos a constant suf>p]y and 
is largely used for iiritratioo pnrpQ«?.es, is fordnhto aJI the year 
round. Xi joins the [Tjh below BaEnhiab 

Tlia Bein, vvhicli the largest ^andy torreutj is formed 
by the junction of the Tarnur and Bliabbhii at Sukhm&l iotbo 
north of tho Bhakargarh tahsU and, after nmtung almost duo 
EOuih. for 20 miles^ joins tho RAvi near Ada. This uaia generally 
carries a small stream of water all tbo year rciiiiLb e^tcept in 
parts of its course where this lasnckod pp by the aaml. Tlie bod 
avoragoii nearly half a mile ia width .of poms j^nd. During 
its course through the Shukargarh tahsil ii is joined by the 
Hodlaat Bhahpur Bantfii ntid by the iK-hr at Saroch. It is bubio 
to very sodden and vioEent flood and durli^ tho rninsis often 
impossible for two or threo days together, Tho rapidity of tho 
bed slope and tho violence of the floods ^render it extremely 
erratic in ita aetton, and it is constantly ehlrtlng its coorao* It 
has ftlrcody done this in 1864 near Mad ho in theflouth of the 
tahsili and joins the Buvi somo six miles higher up than it uaod 
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lOj flin3 it tlir^atoned recently to top tlio bank at Sarocb^ If 
cilia lifld liappened the rci^itlta ^onld havi< been diaastTonti as 
the torrent woald have &QTDoof tlie finest villages in 

the diaCnct^ nnd fortiiert a new i^andy Imd for itself at right angles 
almost to the present one. By itidiicing tht^ people to lielp how-^ 
ever in pntting^ op a dant^ it hqa been po^liy^ for the time^ at 
any rate, to avert thia falamitjj but llie dangeroua point mast 
be careffilly watched hv the DsHlrict Board. This* like moat of 
the other torrenti^ afmoaC always detriinental in !t^ actioas 
it takes land and leaves only sand. Itisabo the only one of 
the torrents wbicb forms at any distance to the north of the tahsiL 
in Jammn torritory. 

The Basantar, n Pitoilnr torrent^ which m the upper per- TbsBMwatMr* 
tion of its cearso i§ known as tl e Pliappi^ is ]oineil by setm-al 
miner slrcairk^> of whidt the K&rfr is the chkf^ ^and leaves the 
Shakargarli tabs i t just below Katijmr. 

There are several large and important cAniaAhf or swampy S a a m p i or 
lakes in this district. The largest of these is the Klhndwfi^n 
chamblt in the GnrtMspnr tflhsfb which is thos described in the 
Asseesinent Koport. 

Intimately connected wilb the BcAa is tho well known tiw E^Lb^ffia 
Kfibnnwan qhanibb;, which runs almost the whole length of 
the fcabsil from Pitidori linisan on tho north to Bhuri on the 
sonth^ close under the old high brink ordAnM^ a^ it b locally 
terineil This swamp,is ono of tho most curloos natural frnturcs 
of the tract. To tho north it isuarrow nud ^^halbw^bat broadens 
and deepens until it attains a breadth of al>oat 21 miles and a 
depth in places of dfeet or 7 feet between tho Gut-ddspur-Nau- 
shera road and Kabnuw-riri. Prom the latter village on it has been 
considerably redueed nnd d mi nod hy an escape Jag boforo 
annexation and improved under the super vision or the Irrigation 
Department after ISGOj but there is stitl a line of swampy gretzud 
which runs along under the fUmiti (he seutherti boundary of 
the tahpib The r^iUfrith is referred to by Mr, Davie^E, Seittement 
Officer, Udri Dodb, in para. & of Lis report on Tahsil Adinana^r^ 
aiibniiUed in i854p In his opitiion it wng due to inundations 
from tho Beds, and it wan prohiiblj m eouflequencfl of his remark 
that the Pukhowiil embankment wan constructed. I'lie embank- 
tntint^ however, ha^i, the people declare, tleno more harm than 
goad, and^ were it pot that it forms an excellent rood across the 
siwainp in the rains, they would bo ananiinous ia dcainng its 
removaL 

It certainly has not diminished the nrea of tho swarop, 
while it prevents tho 1 Jo<hJ water from passing over the land, 
bearing with it a deposit pf fertilJxiiig river rilt; nnd it in no way 
checks the ;;iercolatiup frem the Bp^f, which turns the soil sour, 
while, bj heaping up the deeds cbovo «,he cmhankmcnlp it eerU 
nnelj injures iho crops of the villages between rindoti Baisan 
ned the ChakkL 
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la Ctt4?. L^tHi DtSTHlCT. 

The people of ooisraa ^ttributo tlio whole of the injoty to 
perOOlfttioD from the Biirt l>odb Cana, I, which rtms close along 
tkh edge of the thfough very saody end porous soil* 

lliero can bo no clonbt that a great deal of tho swatnpiog is due 
to ihig source^ 'rhe irrigntion officers aElmiL a losa of between 
4U0 and oOO cubic fcotj betwcoe ^ddhopur aud Aliwilb which 
mnslj leak out some where. During the cold weather eoDtinuoua 
streams can be aeon at iiumoroua poinU oscaping from the foot 
of the dhitiii. One of these vrhich issues froui Dhnnirai and flows 
out at Sadh^ina is au strong as to turn tiiree or four water-mills 
and to irrigate a considorablo aroa of rice on the dhiin slopos^ 

My own opinion which, lioweverj I olfer with considerable 
diffidence is, that os tbo bed of thecAn?n^;A is very little, if at 
all, higher than tUg prasent bed of the Biijis, there always wiiS 
a flvvanip hera^ even before the liiiri Ooab Ciiunl was made. 
This was formed by percolation from the Baas, supplemented by 
spring water from the Bangar* The latter sonree was Limited in 
quantitji and in the hot weatber and perhaps oven in tho cold 
weather ceased and gave the swamp a chance of drying up when 
the river waa low* Sinead he construction of the canal the volutne 
of the spring water hasb'eea enormouBly increased and the supply 
basbocotno perennial, ao that the swarapnever dries properly, and 
goes oninureasingaunually, oxcept in eistraordinarilj dry seasons, 
each as we have had recowtlyp Tho ombankuient stops tbo 
deposit of river silt, aud su, except where the escape has werked 
properlyi the soil haa steadily deteriorated and becoinO sour* 
tJp to KahntJwiD tho escape work^ well, iiiiil the original awamp 
there has boon complgtoly drained and 1,1 under ordinary crops. 
Above Xdhniisvau the diaoharge by tho escape* though this runs 
very freely when cleared of wee<i!?j Is not suiEcient to keep tho 
water down, and tho chamhk over a considerable area praliices 
nothing but butrashes, reeds and thatching grn^s* The people 
am shorb-sighted enough too to block ihc lateral drains by dams 
for water'laills, which of conrho check the How and choke the 
drains. 

It is not easy to suggest a remedy, hnt as caittvatioa has 
iilready fallen off by 10,000 acres, involving, roughly spcafcitig, 
a loss of Its. 20*000 a year, Bome measures might bo tried. Tho 
heroit: measure would be to turn tlio Bciis down tho chamhh 
and so utilize its present bed. ThSa would* however, bo of no 
use to this district, though it w'onld give a good deal o! land 
to Hoshiflrpnr and prevent the chaacc of the whole river Ending 
its way down the Kapurthala Boin which, owing perhaps to the 
chan go of course ca used by the Fiikhowrit emliftDk meutj it 
llireatens to do* i^toppiug short of this, however* I boiicvasome 
oponings in the embankment, w'ith alniccs to bu opened only 
when the flood la subaiding* would do good by allowing a certain 
amount of silt to pass doim and by reHeving the villagea above 
the dam quickly. 

The escape should be again thoivmghlj cleared out and 
widened to increase tho discharge, and more lateral druins are 
required. Owing to the length of the preseiit escape, some 16 
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miles, it IS difficnlt to keep up ti. good flow tltrongliout; nnd if 
he iBirpIs admit of it, a Becond outlet might be provided aburo 
the Villugo of Studowfil KftlSn, wliicb in the cold weatlier at any 
™to wotild carry off tlio water nioh? rapidly. 

A considerable portion of the coat of thoiM itniirovenienta 
ought, 1 thmk, to be borne by the Irrigation Departmant, aud if 
tba District Jioard la to defray ibo cost of maiuteiiance it would 
bo tair to give then a portion of tlio roremie reauUing from tbo 
eflcapp, esijpcially if tljo present system of flnctnatiug rCTenue 
IS to bo HittmtaiDod. 1 may add tLat the Board is at present 
excamting an escape wiiich will, it is toped, cempktely dmin

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CHAPTER II- 


HISTORY. 


Littlo or nothing appeara ti> bo known regarding th* earlj 
biatorj of the GnrdAapnr district. Its antiquities aro diBcussad 
by Gen end Cunningham in liis Ancient Geography, pages 143 
and 141', ond in lus Archteoiogical SarTey Beport, V, t4o—152, 
153—155; XIV, Il5, 119, 135, 13& ; and some of tha principal 
objects of aatiquariou iotorost nro montioned by Ur. Kodgora, 
in his Roriaed List, pages 33 to 35. The rock toinplos at 
Mukheshwar on the Rdvi above ShaUpup are said to have boen 
oonatrucied by the Pdndavaa, hot it is very donbtfni if their 
antiquity dates back to so remote a ponodi There is an old 
inscription here, but so obliterated as to bo nndacipherablo. 


Leaving mythical’timM, no raterence to tUo district is 
traceable down to tho tima of tho groat canal constmeter, Piros 
Tugblftk, who viaited Kalanagr in 1353. Prom this out Kalpaur 
soe^ to havo boon the most considerable plaoo in tho district 
ddrinff tho Baprotnacy of the Oolbi Emperors, aod some slight 
account of ito origin may bo Interesling. Sayad Muhararo^ 
Latlf attributes its founding to tho Ndr tribe of Hdjpfito, who 
arc believod to haro emigrated from the Deccan into tho Punjab 
in oarly times, but it sooms also probable that Nftr U a connp- 
tion of Nagar, and tho namo was originally KUa Nagar, after 
the colehrated templo of Kaloshwar Sluyii, which stands on the 
old citadel close to tho Kirau- There U no donht, however, that 
it was a place of flomo importence oven iu early Hindu timoB, 
thouirhtiO Bpadal reootda of these have come down to us. Dur¬ 
ing Sie roim of Sayad Mubfirik Shah, 1421—35, it apnenrs to 
h^’e been one of tho strongholds of Jasrat Ohakkar, and it was 
to this place that ho retreated after hia unsuccessful siege of 
Lahoro in 1423, and prepared his anbsoquent invasion of Jummn. 
After bis defeat by the IVnslr Bialik Sikaudar and aubsoquont 
flinhtto tho hills, the royal armiira rocantured Kalanaur and put 
mwj of tho Ghokkars fooad thoro to death.

The spot first fixed upon 
for tho city was considered unpropitious, and ao, at the advice of 
the astrclogersj it was exchanged for thiit on which the present 
town now stands, wboncotbe name BatAla, from^^hatta^' or "vatta/^ 
exchange. The tomb of Ham Doo, consiatingof a brick btiilding, 
with a sloping donso atipportotl on enormously thick walla con¬ 
st rue tod of bncks bid in mud^ still exists to tho soiith^oiiBt of 
the town, and Mr, Korlgarg, judging from the slope oE llie dome, 
correctly ascribed the date of its foumJation to the later Patbin 
or Lodhi timesH In Akbar'^ time Shamsher Kbati, a eunncIiT' 
and the Kurori of Bntdla bnilt n fiuo tank to tho north-easi of 
the town in 9?b A.R.p and planted gardous in the suburb kuowu 
m AnArkalij where hb tomb etill itauds close to the riue tank 
which beara his- name.

inhaoitnuU* 

Towards the middle of the seventeenth centary, Bahr^mpiir 
aW near Dinanagar sprang into prominence. It w'ua foimded by 
Hfiji BahrAtn Khan, at one time Chakladnr or Governor of 
Jammu and K^iigra, which were under the control of the 
Bahrinipnr district. A fine old mosque, now failing into ruins, 
built in 1684 by Haji RahnSm Khau in consequence of a bequest 
by ilia elder brother Haji Kajab All, and a targe Xdgah ate 
pprhRpg the only memorials of tho pal my days of Balir^mparp 
which is now a maaa of oM brick buildings rapidly fniling into 
decay, eiuce all its trade has been naurp«d by Diiiaeagar on the 
railway three miles off. It wa^j hero, however, that in Shah Jeh£u'a 
time the forces under Prince Mnrad esaembled-for the campaign 
agatnsbE^ja Jayat Chand ofNurpur, and henco Uiey marched to 
Paihankot before attacking Kfirpur, Man and Tdrugarh^ The 
town is also noteworthy, m the lirat poaition of any consequence 
obtained by the well known Adiua Beg was that of GoTernor of 
Bahrftmpur, to which he was raised by Zahariy a lOian, the 
Viceroy of the Panjnb during the reign of ULibammad Slmh. 

The meution of Adina Beg brings ns to the period in which 
the GurdAspnr district again played an important part in the 
history of the empiro, for it was duritig the decline and fall of tho 
Mogbal supremacy, and the rise of tho Bikh power that tho dis¬ 
trict saw its most Btirring scenes, in most of which the reniarkable 
man above montbned played a leading part up to his death at 
Batiia in 1758. 

A short rotroapect Is, however, necessary hero to explain 
how thiicame about.

of the Sayadfl pf the plnco seized and pliiadored Bat din, nad from 
that time the decay of Batdla aa a home of Icaroiug datez^ 
Kalanaar vras also taken^ and the Gordd^pur district appears to

Hiitorj of Adas The total disorganization of nil gOTonimeut, which followed 
the inTOsion of &i^dir Shah in 1738, gave the Sikhs an op* 
portanity, which they were not slow to seize; and wo e^eti find 
them plaodering the bnggfige of NAdiria army on his return 
march to Persia in 1739.

held a large grant in the north^weat of tho ShakArgarh tahsl!, 
and tho reniains of hie stables still exist near Darman; while jast 
on the northern border of the tahall is an old mud fort construe tod 
by him and called Suchotgarh* 

Boring the reign of Eanjtt Singh, boweTet* there was not 
much scope for any potty potentate to carve out a separate 
principality for bimaolf in thia districE, ns Dmanagar with its 
plensjibut mango gardens and running canub was a favourite snm-^ 
mor rest donee of the Lion of the Punjab, who, whon not elsewhere 
engaged, used to’spoud here tbo two bot weather mootha of 
May and June, amnaing him sal E^ drilling and mancoovring his 
troepa. It wn.^ bero that in May IS38 ho received with great 
magoificenco tho^hfacnaghten mission on the aubjeot of the pro¬ 
posed oltianoe with tho object of placing SImh Shnjob on the 
tbrono of Kubnl; and it was hero that the naforuinate treatyi 
eventn ally gave rifle to bo mueb trouble, was pmctically oonclud* 
cd* It docfl not appear that ho ever couatriicted any cosUy 
baildings at this town, where ha llvod mostly in camp , but the 
mango gardens planted by tho groat officers of ata^ still sur- 
vive, and the town ia growing in prosperity owing to its aifcu^ion 
on the railway, though the cool and rapid fttream Off tho canal hM 
been cut off, and its place is bnt poorly enppliod by ft mnddy 
ditch and tank. The district was intimately coDnect-tadalso with 
the family life of the great Maharhjai He owned mtioh of his

She receivoa an anuoat 
pension of Ra* Her family originally belonged to EadwdLtn 
the Jammu territofy. Anotberj Mus^iainfiidt Saidane, died a short 
time agO| but her nephew, Nidhdn Singh of Bajar^ is alivOp and 
with his siater, Muflaaiisiodt Knur Devi, receives a political penRion 
of Hg, 1,600 a year. The third Rdni^ Har D^vi, of (ThondwaL h^- 
came tati with the Miihdraja. Her bother Snkha Singh is alive 
and is u ZaUdfir^ and Tcceivea a pension of Ra^ 300 a year.

Hu died in Snicbat I S38p A.D. ITSl, 
leaving a widow and two soas^ minors. The country was now 
in the state of auareby wlilcb mterTenod between tb& break np 
of the Mdghal Empire and the eatablishmont of Iho power of 
Banitt Singli. Petty Sikh Bard Are wore iietting ap indepoudent 
principalities all over the country. Odo of tbese, Sardar Jai 
Singh KanhayUj had eetablifibed bimgelf at Butalaj and h^d 
either bimflelf, or through hia llenlenBntaj all the count ry in the 
north of Bdri DoAb. Ono of ihoso loen, SardAr Amar Smgh 
ruled at SujAnpurj and another, SardarTAra Singh, atPathiakot* 
The widow of Say ad Khan placed herself and her children under 
the protection of Ainar Singh at SujdEptiT, and the reatut was 
an immediate partition of her dotuiuioua^ The two Sikhs took 
the country up to the low hillB^ Aiuar Singh nunesing the 18 
villages near the BAvi forming the PalAhi lahikn, and Tom Singh 
the reznaining 26 Tillsgos^ which constituted the laluk^ KandL 
The 27 villagcfi beyond the low bills, which foriued the Shabpur 
laloka^ were at once rosumed by Pirthi Siaglip Itija of NArpur, 
who may bo fairly considered their legitimate ruler.

P. ttUit- AjAib It Ail tho Kaudego, waa Bupplanted by Sardar Nand 
Singh, Bliangii in Sainhatl8l8, 1701* Katid Singh died in 
Sambnt 1882, A, D* 1775, leaving no sona* His widow invited Tfira 
Si ugh, eon of SnrdAr M otsadda Singh of Fatehgarh, Bat4hij.to cofua 
and marry her daughter and succeed her hna&md. Uo name, and 
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inmiediateljf put both mother and dau^htor to death, and took 
the whole of Naod Singh's powewions. Six jeara afterwardi 
he annexed the 20 villa^jos of the Katidi taluka^ He retnained 
independent down to Sambat 1864, A.D. 1807, when he had to 
viola hLs pnseessioDS to fiaD|it Singh and eooept a Js^r. 
Pnthinkot heocefortb formed part of tho Sikh temt^'Ty, and as 
Bueh, paased ander English ru1e> The three precedijjg talnk^a 
formed part of the Ndrpnr territory and lay in compact hlocke, 
and had distinctive features of their own. The lemainiag 
talnkis are of a different character j they are composed of the 
Tillages lying between the Cbakki and Beis,- Tery few of which 
ever belonged to Narpnr ; and their only dislinctiro features are 
that they u'ere held by different Sardars. It will he sufficient 
to state very briefly how they were held during the short period 
of their iodependonco, and when they fell into the hands of 
Banjit Singh. 

Sarddr Dean Singh was a relation of TSra Singh of Pathkn- 
kol and Jai Singh of BaWla. With their aasiatance he mado 
himself master of the 45 Tillages of the Kanntarpur, Mirthal, 
Gbarota and anmjpur ilnkAs, After the war between Sansar 
Chaod of Kiingra and Baiii Sada Kour, wifo of Gnrbakbsh 
Sin^h and mothpr-in-law of Ranjlt Singhi in whi^h BAot 
was utterly defcatodj she imagined that the Katoch inTosion 
had been caused by Tegh Singh, who had sEiccOfid.od his father 
Desa Singh. With the asaistance of Jai Singh, she therefore, 
in Sarabat, 1832 took posaessiou of the whole country, leaving to 
'I’ogh Singh only a jogir of the stz Tillages of Kautta^ur, 
Khadawan, BhahwAn, Chak Nangli, Simli and Papidl. Th^ 
were continued- to his son Sber Siaf^. On his refusing serFice 
under Mahsrdja Sler Singh, Khadawau was rDanmed, and some 
Tillages near Batila given in exchange. Tho/iyfr w»a oon- 
tiunedto Biht Kup&n. Ou her death the British GoTommont 
resumed all bat Kauntarpur, which was continued for the liyw 
of Bliig Singh and Budh Singh, the none, and Nihil Singh, the 
grondson of Sher Singh. NihAl Singh »still aliTo. BhAg Smgh 
and Budh Singh ronderod good servicfl to Govan^ent, and 
their aharea wore consequently continued to their children 
for life. 

This formed a part of tho old Kanntarpur circle held by 
Desa Singh. Wben he was dispossessed in Sambat 1832 by 
SardAr Jid Singh and tho Rdni, this taluka was giFon to 
her husband Gurbakhsh Singh. The Riui was takou prisoner 
in Sambat 1870 by Slier Singh, and tho tract passed into his 
possession. On Shcr Singh's death iu Sambat 1883 it was 
made O'Ver to Hira Singh. 

Like Gbarota, Mtrthal formed a part of fCaontarpur when 
it was taken by the BAni in Sambat 1832, and was given to 
her relatives, the sons of BbAg Singh. In SainbaB I8b4 it came 
into the posaeSBion of Ranjit Singh, and was mano^ on

Nfirpnr fell in A.D, ISf5|.and the peUy Sikh Chiefs had 
been awallowed tap before. Tbe whole of tbe territory was 
brought 11 Oder the general Sikh ay stem of adminktratinii. Lila 
Sohh Diil ruled from A.D. l81o to 1SJ8, Bloti from 1818 
to 1819^ Gnrn Waair Lahori from 2810 ro J821. Kspdr Singh 
Bucceededp bat was speedily romoted, und the ndroinifltratma 
tben piwBed into ibe hands of SrtrdAr Des?a Sin^h MsjlThia, 
who, ^ witb his son Lshna Sifigh, held it wniil it parsed to tho 
English. Their officbl litTe was (lutlof n^alm^thrir dnties 
and tho manrier in which they wore perforjued are described 
at length by Mr* Bariies in para. 325 nud follow ing oF hid report. 
The actual acLmioistration waa carried on hy kardsre, the nooii-p 
nees of the n^Eim, one of whom wa.^ appointed for each par* 
ganab* Mr. Bamea Bmn& up tho character of the kdrdars 
generally^ by^ saying that “ the proWetn of hia life was to main^ 
tain Cultivation at tho highest po^t^ible levels ^^d at tho same 
titan to keep ths cultivator at ibe lowest point of depressieni*^ 
II b needless to enquire how ho strove to solve ilns problem. 

I'ho n^zims and k^rd^rs were merely tho oSoial aomioecB 
of the Gcveniiaent of the day. l^omiTinlly at least they 
received regular salaries^ though tbeir uiaia iiicoihc depend on 
what they could eattort from the people. 0*Hor these Govern- 
ment officiela wefe anotber class of meni hereefitary ’reprepcnta- 
tives of the people, who were cjpi^ctcd by the Government to 
perform certai'a duties, and who were suniaiartlv deprived of 
their position if they failed to do so, Tbe?;e were the Huun- 
gos^ the ebnadbrffl^ the kotwiils and tho village headTiicn,

Mr* Barnes saja : — 

'^Tho ohaudbrfa are another class of ayrieultural officer! 
ri^orl by the Mugliola, These functionaricB fotitsd only in 
those distrioU which were reserved m imporiu] demssues. Tho 
WEtent of their jurisdictmo seldom comprised moro than eight 
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or ten Tillages, and in every talnka ikero were several stiaa- 
dhrfa. The datiea were cbiefly fiscal They were orpecled 
to enoouroge cpltivation, i'ep1a«?o Ahscondevaj and provide getiB- 
toIIt for tbo aecarity o£ tho Goveriimpiit revenue. They were 
also entruabod with police powers^ and were reaponaible for the 
arrest of criiooinals and prevention of erime. Their omolunienta 
were usually 2 pav cent on the grots prodnoe, and aometimea the 
(JoverjiHient conferred a small 

Mr. Bames goes oa to say that they ware iotrodRced into 
theao parts more for the itiike of nnifonnity than anything ol^e ; 
that in the whole of Ksngni parganali only two ooald he found 
at tho time of tho regular settlomont who raiainod any part of 
their ancient privileges. They had nearly all of them Bank 
down into mere village head man, and in many cases they merely 
reUined the name. The chaudhriaof Indaara in Utirpur had, 
krtwover, owing to thoir Katoch, origin, retained both their in¬ 
fluence nn-i thoir privileges ; ihoy rendered good service in the 
distarbances of lo40-49, and whorevor Ur- Biiroes fouud them 
in posseMion of any rights ho confimod them in thom. 

Somewhat similar was the luoation of the kotw£l, of whom 
Mr, Barnsi says i—" In the old principality of Ndrpur there is 
a grade of hotedilftry olScers, a post of the old Hindu revoDUS 
flystam, called kotwfils. Tho olfice is of very ancient origin, 
and partly from its antiquity and partly from il« better ndapla- 
tion to local wants the duties and privileges continuo tmimpaired 
to this day. Tlic kotwal is tho agricultural chief of a circle of 
villftges grouped together from physical onoloEy and called 
kotwUa. In our mupa and records those jnrisdiutions are celled 
talokds. The dutW of a kotwAl were not only fijaoal and 
criminal, hnH also military. In casa of omergancy he wm 
required tJ n pair at the head of all tho fighting men m the 
taluka to tliD scene of danger. Tho people, if they wanted a 
alonder, deputed tho kotwiil. His inQuenco was unMunded, 
and in a politioal crisis the people would watch pno- 
oeedijigs and eahmit their judgmeiit to hia. Whatever 
conree he took they would be sure to follow. These foncfcioa- 
aries are remunerated in land free of rent, and whei^erl 
found them I maintsdned their offices and emoluments entire. 

The district has orly gmduelly assnmod ite 
form. After tho Sobr.ioa o-in^atgn, by the t™ty of Lahore 
concluded 8th March I81d, the JuluadAr Do4b including the 
Klbgm district, was ceded by tho Lahore Darbhr as a war 
Iude mnity.

deBpAtch tbeni undei* police guards to General Hidholaon^a camp 
at Amritsar on orgent public service. Tho vehicles on tlicir 
arrival there were promptly loaded with British soldiers^ and the 
force sEarted at dusk for Giird^pur, which is et< a diaEanco 
of 41-miles from Ainrit^iftrp reach iug it at S p.m. of the 11th 
July. It was joined at RalAla by Mr. Roberts^ Cooimisaioner^ 
and Captain Pi-rkinB^ Assistant Commmioncr of AmtiEsar. The 
next day Ganeral Nicholson was told that tl<e mutiiiieers had 
crossed to the left bank of tho Ri^vi by the ford at Trimmq^ 

He marobedt and mat tbcm drawn up in line near the river. Tbe 
&th Light Cavalry charged the Artillery fearlessly on bfith 
flacks and cut down some of the gunnen^^ the 4Ekb Native 
Infantry advanced boldly to Euko the gene in tho lace of a 
storm of grape vi'hich mowed them down by scored;, and it was 
not till the 52iid kaped opt on them with the bnyouet that they 
turned and ded^ The remnant of tliemutinnaa force took refuge 
on an island, where they erected a battery for their gun and 
collected their women and their i^puih At daylight on the Id^h 
July they were atlncked in this fbeir last eEronghald. Numbers 
weru drownec! or shot in tho water, muny were billed ia 
the flightj and the prujonera were all execuleii by martial law* 

On the 18tb the colmnn returned to Gurdi^inr*” The fight took ^ 

place on the border of the villages of 1'hakarptir and Wazfrpnr, 
cloee to tho present Trimmu eiicampitig ground ^ The mutineera 
were stopped for a short timo on the oppoaiEo bank of tho Rdvi 
owing to the want of boats, bufc^ slrangely enough, tho water 
End den Ij fell to a point unusually low for the middle of the 
raiuj and they woro enabled to cross. As soon us most bad 
crossed, however, the water rose io its normal level and blocked 
BoiEio of them on the island between tho two arreatns. Sard4t 
JJAn Singh of Jhun Man Singh in Tahsil Shakargarb rendered 
ralliable sorviesa duriog the fight, and at the moment of victory 
was struck by a bullet white on his way to Mr* Naestnyth in 
another part of the field. He was taken to Thukarpar* where ^ 
a few honm afterwards he died and was burnt in the garden to the 
north of tho village which is owned by his family. There is a 
small pakka cenotaph on tho spot where his rommos w<‘re cre¬ 
mated, which is now falliug into ruins. Hia widow received a 
peDsioD of Fs. 200 till her death, and his sons Lahna Singh 
and TVazir Singh got pensions of Ha, IhO a year each* Bouos 
of horses and meu are still eccaaioually plungca up on the field of 
battle, oftpecmllyon the spot where a deep uala, known as the 
Kdla pfini, used to be, as during the retreat hundreds 6f the 
nantineers wore driven into this and shot or drowned- Tho Euro* 
peaus killed in the fight worn buried at Gnrd4spur near the 
aflcuiDping ground, but there is no memorial of the biittlo on 
the spot. It would be a grocofnl act now on the part of Govern¬ 
ment if, in lieu of the life ponaion, the estate of Thakarpurj, 
which iiAA been asscbsed at 320, was granted to the bead of 
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tlie family jn^ir during good eoudact and Iflfal temca to Cbaptar rf. 
Gororament wlieu roquirod, and on couditioD of hia erecting nnil — 
keeping iu repair a proper cenotaph to iUn Siogli with, a snitabb 
ineoription. During Wazir SEnglt’s lifo be might receive R«i. 150 TE. 
a yoar oat of the ravenne. LahnaKitigh was « UeA^ldlrio the 
Military Holico Force, and is now aailddr of Kaieakot in tahait 
Sbakargarh, Hia ago preventa hia being of much sorvice now, 
but he has some eiaiins on Goverument, and the Tnemory of the 
good Borvicps rendered by MSn Singh and other local notables 
^ouM not bo allowed to die our, while n raetnerial, such oh now 
is profiosed, will bo the beat way of commemorating the battio 
and tho sorriccs rendered, and sorvo to stimulate the 
.present genomtion to emnlato the deeds of their fathers if 
prension flionld oter arise, Slany of the lautinoers were brought 
in by the villagers and executed by Captain Adams, Assistant 
CommiHsiouci', and Mr. ffne^rayth in commission. Most of the 
party that escaped to Jammu were inatle over to ua by the 
Maltiir^ija's oRicers, and tried by Lieutenant MacMabon and 
Captain Adams nt Rhikho CJiak. Soma of them, however, con¬ 
trived to make their way through (Lk trackless wastes of tho 
Bimalnya to Spiri, whors they were baleaguored by tho people 
ubtil the arrival of Mr. Knojr, Assistant CommiBsioner of Kollo, 
who cnptnred tho party, more of whom wcio then executed. 

During the first week in Angnet n remnant, Dumberiug about 25 
rocB of tbo Sfith Native Infantry from Lahore, found thdr way 
into tho swampa of this district. They were all killed by a patty 
of the new levy tinder Messrs. Oarbett and Ilnuna of the Canal 
Departmont, and by a sepsrato little party of the 2ud Irregular 
Cavalry under Major Jackaon, who wasseriooBly woundi^. The 
raising of the levy whs an important part of tho workofthediatrict 
officers. It was entrusted to Captain Adame, and the force was 
pronounced one of the boat bodies of men that had been receutly 
raised in the Punjab. On this head Mr. Naeamyth makes the 
following remarks This getioral euiistiyeat was one of the 
moet popular, as it wiia among the most eifectivo meaenres 
^opted by Gaveriimonl, and contributed in a vast degree to 
link the popular feeling in this part of the country with the 
British cause. A mutual interest and sympathy was croat^ 
to support that cause which bad now become coniuon, deep 
and earseat were the aspiratbaB which vibrated In evciy 
liomesitcad and evinced that the military apirit of the nation 
had iH-en ^ntiSod, and afforded an assarnnee that its valiant 
sei.s would not be backward in vindicating tlie trnat bestowed." 

Since annexation, with the extreptiDii of the stirring events Hiitcrr irf tE« 
described above, the hintorv of the district has happily been diwrfot ah*f 
uneventful and characLerised, except, perhaps, in Fath&nkot, by 
a general atlvance in piMuperlty and wealth. This has Iwon * 
especially marked in the southern half of the Bilri Dmlb portion, 
which naturally had suffered most from tho disorganiaation 
ensning on the fall of tho Mngbal power and tho miaralo of 
the Sihhi.

Mr* NaesToj-tb^B graat 
wort waa the mainteiianco of order during the ti^ubled tiiiiea 
thfi of the Slntlnjj aiid Uow well.lie discljargffd his difficult task can 
be easily learnt from the foregoing accoootp He nlno reoaat the 
EtaiiaticB for the n^gnlar aettlemeat of the Shakargarli tahiUi 
on whteh Itr. Gnst wrote hh report. These had been prepared 
in the first instance bv Mr. Prinsop;, who^howevcTj owing t<^ leave 
and transfer^ waa nuable to complete them. Jfn Egerton noted 
on the condition of a great number of the Shakargarh estattF;r 
which had then suffered rather irevnrely from the effecta oE 
18fil famine year* Major Young, working in co-operation with 
the Deputy Commisaionor of lloshiarpur, laid down a fixed ^ 
boundary line belwoon the two districts on the Be^s in 1867 in 
the place of the old deep-stream rule boundaryv which worked 
very hardly. This fixed boundary, wliicb wjig c^tabliiihed with 
the consent of the leading zamfndArej has hold good In the oase 
of all the villagea but three (Bhainl PaswAl in Gprdagpur and 
K&ngra and SararAiin Batdla) up to the present time. Captain 
Davies" admimfltration w^aa^ as nsual^ cliarticterised by the active 
prosecution of PBeful public workiSj and many of the roads and 
public buildings date from his era. 

Ur* Burney is one oE tha Deputy Commissioners who is 
perhaps best remembered pereoTiallj by the people* He finally 
seCtled the troubtesomo boundary case with Jatnmu on tbo RAvi 
below MAdbapnr, An indefatigable pedestrian^ ho did his 
inarches often on foot^ atidso wsis bnniigbt into dose contact with 
all sorts and conditions of tuon. His energy was ako largely 
directed towards the coastruction oE Jrmking wells, a form of 
work which appeals directly to the sympathies of the people. 

It was during bis mle that the district experienced the disas^ 
trously heavy raina of 1875, and 1876 whicht especially in the 
HardAsptir tahall, produced serious diatr^ss by swamping and 
water logging large tracts. A number of remedial measures 
were taken in band in the form of remissions and euspoosionn 
of land revenue^ and the const ruction oi tivo or three escapes, cE r 
which the prineipat wore those at Bucha Nan gal and Abulkhair, 
Fluctuating asaossuionU wore introduced into ft7 villages in 
tliQ KahndwAn chhambh, under the supervision of Mr. (now Sir) 

J. B. Ljall, in 1878 and i nte 29 villages in other a ware ps through- 
oat the GurdAspur and BatAla tahsils between 1879 and 1882. 

The execution ol many of these schemes fell to thu lot of 
Mr. Gardiner, who aUo working with Mr. 0. M. Rivax, the 
Superintendent- of the KapurthAta Stare, laid down the bounduiy 
of the State on the BeAa in the aodth-cait oE the DatAla Tahuil. 
During this otHcer^s time t!ie Amritsar-Path Ad kot P rovincial 
Railway was taken in hand, which has been an ouonuonB boon 
to theCis-Rlvi portion of the dietrict, and greatly improved the 
position of the agricaltnrisls of the southern half of the DoAb 
by enabling them to dispose of their surplus prodnee at 
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remunaratiTe prices direct te the wliolesale mercloTitH, imd so Cbap^ II- 
escapo from the ctatches of the retail grain-dealer to a great a;i,tory.

Colonel Uatebinaon^d great work up to date baa been tbe 
facilitation of comm uni cations with the important hill cantomnoat 
of Calbousie by opening up the ^ camel road as far as Dunora on 
^ the border of Cbambaterritory for wheeled traffic,^ wbioh has also 

greatly rolie^od the somewhat deprefisedoondition of the Path4n^ 
kot hill circle by reducing tbo demands npon the inhabitants for 
corriago and supplies- He has also signalised hia administration 
by a campaign ngaiust illicit distillatioiij which was rife in the 
Bikh portion of the district^ with most satisfactory resnlta in the 
Intcroats botb of tbe people and Govornment, 

Prom this short retrospect it wilt bo scon tb^t nearly ovory 
ofRcer who was in chorgo of the district for any reasonablo 
period did something^ bnt^ unfortnuatelyj many bold office for 
short periods onlyy and so good works commoucedby ono officer 
were lost sight of in the frequent changes which followed bin 
dopartiiro ; a stato of things which proves how necossary 
are the ordera of Governtnent requiring that a Dopoty 
CkimmissLonerabonldbo re taiaed for not less thnn three years in oao 
district. This is especially the caso in GurdAspnr^ whcrCj owing 
to the dopso popubtionj high cnltiyatioa^ and enormous number 
of estates^ U is really impossible for any usofnl public work^ in 
the way of roads, canals^ ordraiug, to bo takon up and carried 
through without an amoonl of prelimitiary work, which is not 
so mnch required in tbo case of other less dorolopod districts in 
the Province. 

Some conception of the development cl the district since it 
^ came into our bauds may be gathered from Table Ko* IT^ whiob 

giTos some of the leading statistics for five yearly periods so far as 
they arc availablej while most of the other iabka appended to 
this work give comparative figures for tbo last few years. 

In the case of Table No, llj it is probable that the figorea oro 
not always stHctly comparable^ their basis not being tbe same 
in all cases fDooTone period to another. But the figures may 
baaccepted as showing iu general terma the nature and exEeut 
of the advance made.

The Deputy Cemmis- 
siouer in bia report upon tne census of 
1868 is inclined to believe lb at this mdrreaae 

ia apparent rather than realj and attributable in great mcftsuro 
to tlie fliiperior coirectnoaa of the nnrneration effected at tbe 
time of tbe latter ^ensns. It is not, bowoverj in any degree 
out of proportion with the incrertse hIiowti in other districts 
nimilorty situated, and there appears to be no reason for 
supposing that in this distrietj more than otherSjp the returns 
of 1855 are defective* 

The enumeration effected in ISOS was believed by tho 
Deputy Commissioner to be as eorrect as could possibly be ex¬ 
pected, but there are discrepanciea l>etween the total figures 
for tho tahsils and total given Tor di^trict| and further differ- 
oncea were brought to light at the recent settle in on t in adding 
up the census registera for talisils. 

An increnao in the popiiJation was attostod by n cqnsider- 
able inoreaso in c u Itivation. U pon this poiu t the Deputy Com mis- 
sioner in tho report already alluded to writes iis follows 

“This has always been one of the beat cultivated districts 
in tbe Punjab* At tho last census 09 per cent, of tho whole 
area was under lillagOj yet the increaso of populatieu coEbine<l 
with the stltnuius to on Itivation given by rising prices and in¬ 
creased facilities for irrigation yielded by the openiug of the 
Bftri Doab Canal, have led to no iesslban 22,000 out of the 
74,000 then still available for tilingo being reclaimed, aa also to 
nearly 15,000 acres of land qlusaed at tho time of tho census as 
barren, so tbac now 72 per cent, of the whole area is cultivated/^ 

Between 1863 and 1881 tho annual decreaso of population 
per 10,000 had bocri 90 for males and 56 for females, and 73 for 
persons, at which rate the male population would have been halved 
in 76 0 years, the female in 130'7 ycare, and the total population 
in94 5"yearaH It was calculated that at tbe some rate of 
decrease the populatiou in 1891 would bo 765|40C pei^ns— 
407,400 foaks and 358,400 femalea, and tho Gaaetteer wont on to 
aaj,“iioriait improbobto that the rale of decrease will bo snwtain- 
ed os if the district is over-populated tbe exceptiona{ immigre- 
tion from Kashmir canaed by tbe late famine will perbapa never 
recur, while the exlcnsiou of irrigation in the Punjab plains will 
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almofit certainly open up a fur ttc Hurplus popnlatioa of tto 
Bubmontane tracts. The docreflae in urban popiiliitlaa Bines 
1863 has been greater oven than that in rural popnlntion, the 
nmiiber JiYing in IBBI for overy 100 living in 1368 being 80

tion has remained stationary, an merc^ by immigrotiona 
amongst the nou-proprietory claissea having balanced the decro^ 
ainonist the owncre/there has Iwen an almost phenomenal nso 
in every tahall, which in an already fully cultivated and highly 
developed tract is moat dtaconcerting, and the coroplHe saiisfac- 
ftmof the forecast made at the 1881 census la oaly another 
instance of the hopelessness of attempting to deduce anyaccurate 
predictions for tho future from past stattstioa at any nio in 
ihe case of agricultural and vital statistical problems. It can 
only be auppdscd that the dguecs for 1831 were abnermally low 
owing to the discasQ and distress resulting from the disaBtroa* 
torrential rainfall of 1875 or 1876, 

to iticTCafie enermonsly and affected most of the district T 
jurionsly, thereby largely swelling the loas by 
emigratmn which waa also inflated by the empleyment of great 
pumberB of the people during the Af|^hAn war. 

A return of drier and more prospeToiis seasons, the opening 
up of the Cia-RAvi portion of the district by 
Path&nkot Kail way, and the absence of any epeoially di^ _ g 
element such os eiteosivo military opemtitiM, coupled mth 
perhaps a more careful enumeration are the only re^ns w^ch 
Jan be assigned for the present great increase, which aiootiut to 
4 per cent* even over the figures of ISGS.

A brief 
description of tho great religions of the Punjab and of their 
principal sects will bo found in Chapter IV of the Census Report 
of 1801. The religious practice and belief of the district present 
no special pecoliarities j ami it would bo out^of place to cater 
here into any disfiuisition on tho gcaeml question. Tho general 
distribution cf religiona by tahsils ran bo gathered from the 
Cgorrs of Table No. VII. About 1876, Swami DoyaNand,

SECTION D.—VILLAGE COMM01I1T1E3 AND 
TEHTJttES. 

Table No. XV shows tho nnnibor of villages held in tho riUsgi tvoortt. 
varioua forms of tenure, ae obtainoii from the final Settlement 
Beport In which tho results of the now distribution, of revenue 
bad bnen worked out. It is in many ruses, however, simply im¬ 
possible to class a village satisfactorily under any one of the 
ordmarilv recognised toinii'es, the primary division of rights 
between the main flabdivisiona of the village following one form, 
while the interior distribatioii among the several proprietor of 
each of those subdivisions follows another rorm, which itself 

often varies from one anbdivision to iinothur. Dosidesit occasion¬ 
ally happens that the rovenoo is distribated by anall ronud 
rate on Litunl poasQfistou, while tlio division of the land is still 
rogokted by ancestral or customary Bliaros. The following dU- 
enssion of the origin and growth of the villago tenures in the 
Shahpur Kandl tract is taken from Mr. Roe’s Report, and is 
interMting aa showing the course of developinont of these tenures 

in this part of the Punjab:— . ,

“ On thn whole the Btatementof teiuirce is but acoufirinatLon 
c.f tho gvHcral belief on the liistory of village communities. 'I’lie 
ordiniirv practice is for a village to bo founded by a single 
family, for it to bo beld for Bome tiinc by the dcacetidanis ioiutly, 
or it. tlion to he dividcil in aucostral shares, for tbo auCHstnil to 
pass iuto custonmry sliarea, for sharce lobe grjvltially lost sight ■ 
of, and fiuuUy for poi-aesflbn to become the sole inea-sute of right. 
Thus ont of 140 villages, 45 have ulwaye been held oti posioa- 
sioii leaving 95 in whieb shares either have been or are regarded 
as ibe measure of right. 

Cuiicmsry aliiWi lu 2U of those customary shares have been the riiia frtun 
the beginning, in lb of these the proprietors are of difforont 
castes; Imt in the rBumiuiag Id they ure all of one caste, and 
in ihe great majority of cases, Jnscendod from a oouiinon ancoe- 
tor. Such villages dourly givo ue only annthor form of fonnda- 
tiou by a conimoit anccBtor. Tho village is founded by near 
relativei^, but some are richer or stronger than the others, so a 
share is awarded to thetti in uaoeas of their anre^tral right. In 
nine villages ahares have piirtinlly lalleu into disuse and in eight' 
they have entirely disuppoared. Mr. Iloe writes on this point: —' 

" I may remark that this disappc-vrancc has often bt'Ui caused 
by the action of our officers at the last aettlemcut, wlien many . 
villages which were ibeii really hold on aliayes were treated as 
hold on posButisiou. Applicatioa hiw often beea made to luo for 
a restoration of shares, bat it could not bo graated without tho 
cousouLofaU tlm proprietors, and of course those who held more, 
tliau iboir propur fibaro wore not bo fmlish m to give this coafient, 
AncMtr*l ■hirer.

It will be seen that things havo oansiderably improved of 
late years owing to a ^nccesfilon of favourable aeasonsj and 
Tables XXXllI and JJXXIIiA.j which show the operation of tbo 
Begistration Departmenti Table XSXIX;, giving the ainount of 
civil litigation^ and Tables XXXIV and XXXlYAj showing the 
working of the liconso and inoome tax, are clear indicati^s of 
the fact that thero is a great deal of sarplna wealUt in the 
district. It is a common saying now that the better classes of 
Jats are boginoing to despise siIyot ornamonts as being only fit 
for chnliris^ and the adoption of gold jewelry, oven aiooBgst the 
agricalt urists, is becoming frequent^ while the enormoos increase 
in the revenoe from spiritnons and fermented liquors^ shown in 
Table XXXV, since illicit distillation was nut down with a strong 
hand during the past two years, proyea that there is no want of 
cash amongst the drinking classes, which inoindo tho sturdy Jats^ 
who form the bulk of the popnlation, and pay by far the largest 
share of the revenue of the district.

The following description of the use o! nmiinro and the 
nyatem of rotation of crops as practiBod in the district wa$ for- Huut^ tod roittiaa 
nishcd for the Famine Bepert of 1879 (page 246 f), ^ 

" The following statement wili show the extent to which 
land is maniired in this district:— 
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“ The average weight of manurs given to the acre per snnnia 
on land constantly manured is 200 maonds^ on land occasionally 
manured 260 maunds at tntorvnls of three years. With the 
exception of the inferior nnmaniired lands, such those in the 
Kahnnw^n chhainbh and the tanjdri lands (inixtnre of stonO 
mid sand) in thePfilhdnkol par^^nnh (about 2,000 acres) no rest 
is allowed to lauds in this thetrict The SahanwAri ebbambb 
lands are cnltivatod for three years Bucceaffivelyj and then allow¬ 
ed to fallow for three years, while the hanjdri lands in the 
PathdnkottahHU aro allowed rest every second year. Tho people 
in this dJ^trict do not, as a rule, take any measnres m tho way 
of rest or ploughing to increase Ibe prodactivc power of their 
lands. But when lands act qally faU to prod nee any crope, they 
are allowed to he fidlow, os is the case with the chhamhh and 
hanydri lands mentioned above. There does not appear to exist 
any material difference in the treatment of Dnimgated and 
irrigated land which needs to bo mentioned hers*" 

Almost flvciy form of crop known in Upper India, except CropsprowB. 
indi^, is grown. The percentage of tho arm nnder the nmin 
Btaplcs in each tahsil and in the whole district, and the estcat 
to which donhio cropping practised, with the proportion of 
failures, will appear from the following table oxtractetl from 
the assessment reports, in which full details are given for each 
circle and tahfiil, and which also coDtain an analysis of the system 
of rotation followed and the style of cultivation adopted.

FatbAnket tobsil, while n good many of tbo poorer varieties am 
oultirated on unirrlgatod soils tbroughont tho district, and it 
forms thoonly possible form of harvest forthe cAAamt* or swamps. 
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Wheat, owing to the doTelopmeat of the csnort trade, haa 
•pmng into great pi'dralaeiie'ei liscept in Bat-dua, it is maioly 
grown aa an nnirrigated crop, and all tarioties of it are to ho 
found from the common hard rad-beardcd wheat to tho soft 
toaddnaib of tho irrigated knda of Bat£la and the fiuo white 
and red beardless wheats of the Pathtinkot siibQioatoiie> 
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0<^i (wheat and barlo;) and tAsirnra (wheat and gram) are 
popular in the purely nnirngated tracts^ whore the lees valuable 
but hardier staple rnna a better chance of anoceeding in tho 
event of a scriotis failnro of tho raim. The former finds most 
favour in the snbmoiitnno of Shakiirgarh and Pathankot, and the 
latter in the eastern Danger. Cotton is widely sown on nnirri> 
gated lands in Shnkfirgarh, Puthfinkot, and on irrigated soils in 
Batnla. Math is a speciality of tho Ri&rki, Moth is to bo found 
overywhoro on light soils, and joimitf in tho form of fodder for 
cattle, is univerBal, while bdjtv hardly exiats, except in the north 
of Shukargarh. Til is very cotnnion as an umrtigated in the 
Cis-Riivi tract. The other minor crops and system of cultiratiau 
adopted are fully described in the assessment reports, in which 
also dotiulod statistics of crop eiperinionts and average rates 
of yield havo been given. Aa the sobject is one of much im¬ 
portance, below is subjoined a table showing for the whole district 
the total area experimeiited on, and the actual and assauied 
results for the main staples t —* 
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The foUowing romaTha token from tho assessment reports Bsitia nyiteiD qI 
give a more detailed account of this important subject for oaoh'‘w“ ealdrstign, 
tohsilof tho district. The Bntdlatahsiliflthe most favourably situ* 
alod for cane production, and the average outtom pqr aero is much 
larger than (Aat in any of the throo other tahsits. The outtum 
is heaviest on canal irrigated lands in the ffahri circtej and 
ospecinlly in the Tillages of Marrar and Dabonwdla, where in 
good years the Atdhw caue produces ns much as 3&4 tinpahka 
to tho or Od maunds an ecro.

Colonel Hurcourt writes

shows that there were no leas than 543 oxhibitors from this 
district, and it la estimated that there were about 30 others who 
arc ongagtd iu this work and who did not attend. The only 
naiivo TCarer of any importance lives at Kot’ Naina. The 
samtnd'Tf producers sell their silk f o tho Kashmiris, who take h 
to Amritsar to be disposed of. Tim trade cannot bo termed a 
thriving one. Stlk-dyeiug takes place in thar district only to a 
very* limited oxtetit. Batala was at eiie time famous lor its silk- 
work, hut tho ind a stry there is not wbiit it was. I^huIkdrU aro 
made in Lhu district, but thew are not usually for sale, being 
prOfiarod as pmseuts for rclutiuns. They occastoually, huwevor, 
come into the market. Besides the above, silk is largely nsed 
in Jtc«kah stems, in working tlm border of rofhnima c/iaddan, 
and in sowing on imitation leaves on cloth. This last is tho work 
of women. Anotherclaas of workers termed psfoyifs carry on a 
trade in threading bends and jewels w'ith silk. Besides* being 
nsed in cAotfdar borders, silk is employed in embroidoriss, and 
also in the preparation of the Batlla runV, —a striped variety of 
doth used for Tromeu's trouwri.

In February 18(12 tbo whole district* eiccopt the villager 
assessed by Mr. BjtmeB, wa^ placed under rovi'^ion of aottlement 
tinder the personal super vision of Mr* E. A, Prinsop, Scttlomont 
Coromiasimier* with Mr. J. li, L3?all^as an Assistant Settlement 
Officer intiurdnspur and ratbAiikot, and Uai Gopil DilSp ns Extra 
Assistant Settlement Ofllcor in Batik and Shakargark. After 
the famine year dt iSOO^ moreover* Mr. B. E. Egcrtoiij as Tlepaty 
Comniissioner, had already inspectsd most of the principal 
Shakargarb ostatea^ and ncted np propoeak for revision of 
aaaassmeutf It thorefore, a Aomewbat curigna eoincidcnco

that no less than three soeccasiro Lioatenant-GovernorB of tho 
Punjab, .Sir P>: H. Davies^ Sir tt.E. Egerten, and Sir J. B. LyalL Admin 
iind a GDvertiei'of Bombay, Sir IL 'I’empla, have all been directir 
nsschcmted witli tbe aettlomeut of Uila diatriot. ^ rinanw. 

It does not ap^ar that there was auy apeeinl rcBson for The iBMatrUion 
nadortaking tbo terision of aettictoont beyond that the penod 
for trliieh the "Regnlar settlement was to run had expired. The 
alterations in the boundaries of the G urddspar and llatdia tahafts 
however, which occurred first at this time as referred to io 
Chapter II, were very unfortunate and have rendered it im¬ 
possible to utilise tlieaasesament returns prepared.

It is situated on (ho olorated pinm midwai- 
between th* Rtivi nud tk-jis, H loilrs north-enst of Amritsar on 
the Pathditkfil road, and was selected ns tho head quarters of iho 
district in TS52on account of its central aud donated positioa. The 
place, which was fornieriy a TilJa|r<:,, has f^rown up to a small 
tbriyinp town wifWn the last few years. The present eiril station 
was tfikoti up originally os n cantootiieut and forined a refrolar 
fiaadrsn^le. Kiaee the withdrawal nf the Bengral Cavolrr liepi- 
jneot, part of (ho old cantonlacut land has been rettiracif to the 
xantindAra, and another part is regularly tensed for cuUtvatioo, 

The town is cocompassod by a circular road, plaolcd with it row 
of shady trees on either side. Tho streets are, ns a rulo, well 
paved, though many of them are iiarrow and crooked. Tho 
drainage and snu itary armogementsarc fairl v good. Th ere a ro 
no buildings of ontimiarian or architectaral iutOTset in the town, 
except the darbiir of the nmlmats, where there is aa itnroofed 
arcnclo which, when ahahea by a man atandiug on the top of tho 
wall, distioctly oscillates. 

The civil etatiou is about a mile from the town, while the 
jail, police barrack, haehery, imd Irousory, are aitoate mid wav 
between the two.

C^mittec IioTiaOp The tabsil and tlinna buildings are dose to 
the town. In front of Uio latter, there ii n pace a tank, which 
isusod for bathing purposes by the natives. There ara two 
sarais, one close to the dispensary and tho District Board Hall, 
and the other at a little diataace from the town, cornu acted with 
the latter is a iccond targe tank. There are two public gardens 
in the civil atariou, oueonthc old parade ground, and the 
other on iho site of the old Tillage of Botli. Tho sesaioos 
houBo is in the latter. Thero h a large encamping^ground, 
part of which bus boon con verted into a garden, to tho west 
of the town j tbs staging buDgalow used to stand on its edge, 
but this bos now been coUTerted into a MnnaiB^s Court, 
and the bungalow moved dose to the Bail way atatioa, which is 
ftitnaied about a mile and a half from tho town in lbs civil 
station.

only be rcAcIied by boat. Shop Singh'a pnlaco bus been leased 
for Oit years to the Church Missionary Soeietyp which htw rcceei- 
ly built n fine building for the Bur in g High School, m coanec- 
tloD with the MiHsion close by. Tho central portion of tho lomi 
ia raised totomo hoigbt above the surrounding level, nnd it has 
well paved atreeta and gfjod dminago^ Tho principal jniblie 
bnildinga In tho town or its immediate vicinity me the 1'owa llafi 
Ihe school honso nnd the diiipcnaary; wbilo by the side of tho 
Amrit^ar^Pnthaiikot roiid are tho taliail and tbAnn, tho post 
office, the sarai and rest-house, tho zailghar, rviid Colonel 
Lake's tank. At " Andrkali ** is ii mission settloniont occupied by 
the Church MIbsIqu Society, and tbe Charcli of EogUnd Benina 
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MiBnioD. Manufacturer of cotton, silk and leatber |^ods are car*

A large of 5,750 inhabitantjt, aiiiiated on the bauka of 
the river Hiivi, 13 miles north-west of BaUla. B^h& Ndnak, the 
first bikh Guru, Hottled and died ut the village Pakhoki oppoaito 
the modern town, and Ilia deaocndBotSj the BediK, continued to 
reside upon the Biimo epot until the eneroachlDg river swept 
away their village. They thou crossed the strearat and budt a 
now town, which thej^ called after the name of their liolj ancestor^ 
The majority of the inhabitants fitill consist of Bedis. The town 
l>oasts of ft bandsome Sikh temple dedieatod to BAM nnak. 
This IB called tbe DiXthW Sdhih {golden toinplo), and is a ploco 
of Sikh mlgrimage. It Is resorted to by ptlgrims from difforf'iit 
parts of India just as la iicnAras and the Gangos, &c. The 
follorniig fairs are hehl yearly at the teoiplo : on the lit 

BisAkb or 12th April; Z>ii!P(iii, on tho Dimili day of the year - 
/'*Mrn/i 7 iwJaki in tbo too nth ofKatak ;and Dhahian Sikhtln on the 
21st Phagaii. Be^ddoa thcao fairs tlie pilgrima on several other 
oocafiions come to Ocra Manuk to seo the aacred temple. 

In the years between 1744 to 1754 the desconJanb of 
Bsbrt Ninak, who are called Bod Is, purehaKcd lande and laid the 
foundation of the town of DerA NAnak^ Then they built a 
tttchn temple on the spot where Bdbd NAnak nsod to sit or off^t 
his prayOTsi to God. DiwAu NAnak Eakhsh, iriinV to the Nawab 
of HaidarAbad Dokan, offered a sum of Ea. 50,000 for the build¬ 
ing of a briok temple. Siibseqnently, llAjA Cbando LaI eontri- 
bnted a large Hum of money to its ootwtraction. In 17^5 
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tie conetmction of tlia templd "begun tlirougl] tlie agency of 
Bedis. Tha work w»a Jiitiabcd in 1707 a.d. In I4»23 a.i>., 
AI&bArnj^ lianjfb Smgh cffcroil a*hnticl8<iiao eontHbiittoti for the 
completion of the work, and it was completed in iS27 a.d,, 
Bani Cband Kour, on tbe occasion of her auccenaicn to tfao 
tbroue, caused a portion of th'j temple to be decorated witb gold 
leaf. 


It had been the cDstom to select themoJianf# from a sect of 
nidij {faqir) known aa Udati, In 1738 A.n., at tho time of the 
erection onbe hatha temple, tho Bedis appointed Sangnt Bakhebj 
a UdfUi eddA, as the maitani of ibo temple, and they boro the ex¬ 
penses of his support. After &uigat Bakhsh, his disciples one 
after the other succeeded to the appointment with the consent of 
tlia Bed is. This system lasted u p to the succoBSion of Bhagwdn 
DAs. On this death, in 18fi7, a dispute arose among Ihe lledfs 
nboat the election of RAh Nkth, The mutter was referred to a 
Civil Conrt. Since then the inahanU considered tliemselvea as 
independent. The following is a list of the fnahotifa, who held 
charge of the temple with da tea of their aticoeosion

At first tho tne/ianfir were sopported by the Bedis, but when 
tho Sikhs bocamfl the rtilorsof tho WnjAb, the Rajas and Sardars 
offered and presents for the maintouanflo of the shrine. 
In the Sikh time, there was a jdyfr of Bs. 12,000 granted to the 
temple, which wag reduced by tho British Government to 
fis. 8,760. Subsequently, on tho death of BhagnSa Dda, ajdffir 
amounting to I^. 2,602 was granted in perpetuity for the main- 
teuanco of the inatitntion, the rest being resumod. The present 
tevonuQ of thtt/agir is Rs. 2,077 and is derived from the estates 
of KiIaNatbu Singh and KamAlpnr in TahsQ Gnrddspur, the 
firut of which is algo owned by the shrine. 


Aluut 50 Sfldhs and servants of the temple are daily 
fed, and travel I ors are also supplied with bread once a day. 
Besides the Malmnte there nro several respectable and woll 
known Bodi families iu Dora NAnak. In the Sikh time, the 
Bedfo of DeraNannk enjoyed aiViyfi-of Its. 2,00,000, and there 
was not a single family who had not some /dp/r.
